JAKARTA, Indonesia — (UP)— 
A rebel leader who captured the 
city of Macassar six days ago 
quickly surrendered it yesterday 
when battle-hardened Indonesian 
troops swarmed ashore and a gun- 
boat prepared to bombard the city, 
capital of the Celebes. 

Capt. Abdul Azis, commander of 
a small force of 200 which had 
held the city for six days after a 
45 minute “revolution,” sent his 
troops back to their barracks after 
turning ovea their arms to govern- 
ment forces. 

Government prisoners were re- 
leased. 

The surrender came only a few 
minutes before Dr. Archmed Soek- 
arno, president of the Indonesian 
republic, was to broadcast a procla- 
mation outlawing Azis’ forces and 
announcing government plans to) 
suppress the revolt. 

Soekarno’s speech was to have)

It 
is of immediate and great help to the Communists. Indeed, it may 
be said without fear of contradiction that .no two organizations 
work more effectively to damage the United States than the Com- 
munists and the Klan.

on the County Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee, You may be elect- 
ing more tha none—because Party 
rules say that each precinct shall 
have “at least one member but 
may have more.” Most Georgians 
pay no attention to. the space at 
thé bottom of the ballot for “write 
in” votes for Committeemen, how- 
ever,.and the potentially powerful 
County Committees are chosen by 
a handful of persons who are suf: 
ficiently interested. 

While each precinct or city ward 
may select more that one commit- 
teeman, each must have equal rep. 
resentation on the County Commit- 
tee, under party rules, 

Membership in the present com- 
mittees over the State vary from 
one to seven from each precinct, 
and from three to 70 in each coun- 
ty. Georgia’s 1,700 precincts have 
a total of about 2,800 committee- 
men. 

Mass meetings have named 
county committeemen in some 
counties in the past. That is 
against the rule now. The State 
party requires election in the pri- 
mary. However, the rules leave 
it optional.as to whether the-mem- 
bers are elected in each precinct 
or on a county-wide basis. 

A very few counties, like Fulton, 
require candidates to qualify (pay- 
ing $1 entry fee), In these coun- 
ties, the candidates will have to 
sign up before April 29 this year 
for the June 28 primary. In most 
counties, the election is a “write. 
in” affair with no qualification 
required. 

This is an election and not a 
nomination. Committeemen chosen 
June 28 will assume office the day 
following the State Democratic 
Convention and shall hold office 
for the next four years. 

In event a county committee is 
not organized and has no rules to- 
day, any member of the county 
committee can—upon five days’ 
written notice to the other mem- 
bers—convene the committee and 
elect officers. All vacancies in 
the county committee are filled 
by election by the remaining mem- 
bers of the committee. 

A new State party rule provides 
that if a county fails to elect its 
own Democratic committee this 
year, the chairman of the State 
committee shall appoint the coun- 
ty committee.

If you have noticed on Atlanta streets of late a anil: 
maroon-colored car of foreign make with its license num- 
ber painted on the rear, doubtless it is the Volkswagen 
which Mrs. Charles F. Palmer brought home from Europe 
recently. And it has the distinction of being the only one 


in the United States. 
Translated into English, Volks- 


wagen means “the people’s car.” 
Yéu will recall that in his hey- 
dey Adolf Hitler promised each 
and every German a car—a 
Volkswagen to .e exact.

Of Corra Harris’ Girlhood

U.S. Sick Leave, 
Vacation Cuts 


Asked in Senate 


WASHINGTON — (7) — Sen. 


Douglas, Democrat, Illinois, yester-| . 


day introduced two bills aimed at 
cutting down the vacations and 
sick leaves of Federal employees. 

One bill would reduce from 26 
to 20 working days a year the va- 
cations now given most Govern- 
ment workers out8ide the Postal | 
Service. Their sick leave would be 
cut from 15 to 12 days. 

At the same time the vacations 
of Postal workers would be raised 
from 15 to 20 days and sick leave 
from 10 to 12 days. 

The second, alternative bill also. 
would equalize sicx leave but base 
vacations on the length of an em- 
ployee’s service. Those with less 
than three years service would get 
10 days or two weeks. After three 
years service, the vacations would | 
be increased to 15 days and after. 
10 years of service, to 20 days. | 

Douglas said the vacations al- 
lowed under either bill would be 
“liberal by comparison” with those 
granted by private employers. 

He estimated the savings at 
$100,000,000 to $190,000,000 a year, 
depending upon which bill is 
adopted. 
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
